Secrron 1. Section 20 of chapter 71 of the revised Shares of bank
statutes, entitled ¢ of the incorporation of banking as- )
gociations,” is hereby so amended, as to read as fol-
lows: “ Section 20. No tax shall hereafter be assessed
upon the capital of any bank or banking arsociation
organized under the authority of this state; but the
stockholders in such banks and banking associations
shall be assessed and taxed on the value of their shares
of stock therein, at the place where the bank or bank-
ing sssociation /is located, and not elsewhere. There List of stock-
shall be kept at all times in the office where the busi- kept ac.
ness of such bank or banking association organized
under the authority of this state, shall be transacted, a
full and correct list of the names gnd residences of all
shareholders therein, and of the number of shares held
by each; and such list shall be subject to the inspection
of the officers authorized to assess taxzes, during the
business hours of each day in which business may be
legally transacted.”

SectioN 2. The provisions of this act shall apply appiicadleto
to all banking associations in tho state organized under ™™ >=*
any act of congress.

SeorroN 3. When the owner in either a national or In case stock-
state bank, or banking association, shall not reside in reids where
the same place where the bank or banking association Phuk islocated.
is located, the collector and county treasurer shall re-
spectively have the same powers a8 to collecting the tax,
as those given to them by statute when ths person as-
gessed has removed from the town or from the county
in which the assessment is made ; and the county treas-
urer, receiver of taxes, or other authorized to receive
said tax from the collector, may also have an action to
collect the tax from the stockholders, or from the as-
sets of his shares of stock; and the tax on said stook
shall be and remain a lien thereon till the payment of
said tax.
